London, Doo. 6.— Tho Conataotlnople 
correspondent of tho Timoa eaya : " In do 
dining the appointment of Grand Vizior 
Sal J Pasha aaked tho Sultan's permission on 
the ground of bad health to rotiro and livo 
quietly abroad. This rankled in tho Sul- 
tan's mind and induced a paroxysm of 
anger and Said Pasha, who is neither a 
novico nor a coward, ia persuaded that the 
Sultan would havo killed him had ho onterod 
tho Yildiz palace. Tho seerot of tho wholo 
businoBa is that Said Pasha is ao popular and 
so highly catoomed that it ia foarod that he 
might join the maloontenti party. He has 
always been regarded as tho most unti- 
English of all tho oilioial Pashas. Munir, 
thb now ambassador to Puris waB formerly 
tho hoad political apy. Tho story is current 
hero that tho Sultan has returned to his 
youthful habit of dram drinking. 

Tho Standard haB a dispatch from Con- 
otantlnople which says that after Said's first 
refuBal of tho office of Grand Vizier ho was 
imprisoned for a week at tho Yildiz palaoo. 

Tho Daily Nbwb Constantinople corres- 
pondent says :" Said Pasha's proclivities 
aro RuBalan and surprise is expressed thr.t 
he did not tako refugo at the Russian 
inatoad of tho British embassy. It is stated 
that tho Sultan questioned him as to the 
origin of certain seditious placards, and on 
his profesBfng ignoranoo His Mojosty re- 
proached him with being at tho head of the 
revolutionary movement. Ho has the 
reputation of being a moat upright and 
oingle-minded minister. " 

Special dispatches from Constantinople 
lilleso that H M.S. Imogeno and Cookatrico 
havo landed bluejiokets at Pora to protect 
tho Ecgllsh embassy. 

A dispatch to tho Chronlolo says : " lb 
Is Btitetl that the ox-Sultan Marad has not 
fled from ConBtantinopIo, but haB beon 
secretly killed by the Sultan's entourage on 
aooount of his liberal tendencies. " 

The Ori»phlo's Odeesi correspondent Baya 
that Admiral Keepytoff, commander-in- 
ohief of tho Blaok Sea fleot, hue been sum- 
moned to St. Petersburg. It is supposed 
that the summons ia in connection with tha 
Armenian quostion. 

A Daily JNewa dispatch Bays: "Tho 
Circassians from SivaB, under Mirali Bey, 
arriving at tho Angora frontier producod 
orders from tho vail of SivaB to dovastato all 
tho AYtneniau villages. The Angorian offi 
clals theroupon oxcluded thorn. Ab Gem- 
rirk, near Caesaroa, Turks and Christians 
united e-od barricaded the atreots, and re- 
pulsed four attacks of tho Circassians. Tho 
rising at Caesaroa was arranged for Novem- 
ber 15, bub was forbidden by the govern- 
ment until Saturday last." 

Tho Daily News alao haB letters from 
Muraovnn which say : " As far as can bo 
learned, tho Turkish troops did not sharo in 
tho masBacro, buc rather tardily checked it, 
and placed a cordon around tho city on tho 
following day to exolndo tho hundreds of 
villagers. " 

Constantinople, Dec, 5, via Bulgaria, 
Dec. G. — A letter received horo from Marso- 
van, datod November 19, states that pre- 
vious to tho mosBago leaving there a reporb 
waa current that tho Turka woro authorized 
to kill tho Chrietiana for four hours. Tho 
Armonians, howovor, wero asaured that they 
had nothing to fear, but nevorthelesB they 
wero butchered the next day by tho Turka, 
who, while at prayor, woro ularmed by a re- 
port that tho Armenians wero attacking the 
Mosque, and ruahed out of tholr houses with 
arms in their handa they bogan murdering 
tho Chritiana and looting thoir rosidencca. 
The Cairnakan patrolled tho town and did 
thoir best possible to stop tho bloodshed. 
Tho exaac Dumber of persona killed is not 
known, but ttiore is no doubt that many 
people wore massacred. 

Rome, Doo. G — A deapatoh received hero 
from Oonstuntinoplo reporta that tho Brit- 
ish, Russian, French and Italian conauia at 
Etzsrown have signed a momorandnm de- 
claring that tho massacre there was not pro- 
voked by tho Armenians. This memoran- 
dum baa beou presented to tho Porte. No 
nowa has boon receivod from the interior of 
Armenia sinco November 20 owing to a fall 
of biiow and tho consequently impasBablu 
condition of tho country. 

Boston, Doo. 6 — A lottor from tho 
Southern coast of Ania Minor, tho writer of 
which in iu tho immediate vicinity of Adona 
Morsen, Tursua, contains a description of 
tho situation in that loaality. Tho writor 
says : " Christiana all ovor Turkey livo 
in dally foar of massacro. Bloody out- 
breaks have already taken place in 
variouB quarters. Tho houses of the Chris- 
tiariB in MaraBh havo beon plundered by tho 
Turks and Clrcusaiana. Fivo Christians 
woro killed outright and some two hundrod 
woundod. Among the killed was the load 
ing uutivo Protestant in all that diatricb, a 
man who had labored thoro for fifteen years 
in building up tho theological seminary of 
tho American board. 

" In Adana and Tarsus tho Christiana aro 
kept in an agony of foar, not knowing what 
moment a massacro may begin. The Mos- 
lems go armed to tho tooth, threatening tho 
Ginvurs, and isolated Christians havo been 
killed. Others havo boon beaten and rob- 
bed. Ib hafl aoomod for days together tha 1 ; 
theao woro bub the prelude to worse things 
Tho rosorvea are boing callod oub, and with 
auoh rigor is tho ordor oxooutod 
that ib ia apparenb bho TurkB are 
preparing for a great war. The parting 
of tho Boldiors from their famillGB incroaaoe 
the oxoltcmonb among tho MoslomB and 
bheir hatred of their Chriatian neighbors 
Indoed we all bellevo if tho Marblehead had 
not been in port ab Marzln for tho past three 
weeks with tho prnppcob of staying while 
tho trouble lasts, thoro would have been a 
repetition In theao oil let, of the Econeo in 
Constantinople, Treblzond and MaraBh. 
Meanwhile wo are vory anxious for our 
friends in Hadlin and other places in tho in- 
terior.

London, Deo. G. — Advices to tho Standard 
from Berlin say that a regular hurricano 
ragod in Germany for forty hours and 
stopped all telegraphic communications. 
From Paris lb ia reported that the maila are 
mueh delayod. The bridge in the petroleum 
harbor at Mannheim has beon much dam- 
aged. Dispatches from Vienna report a 
terrible storm and great damage bo pro- 
perty. There were two violent earthquake 
shocks at Laibaoh, AnBtria, yeBterday morn- 
ing (Thursday). 

A dispatch to tho Times from Paris says 
that tho French bl metallio league has con- 
vened an international conference from 
Docembor 10 to December 12 to agree upon 
tho terms of an appeal for an international 
agreement for tho uuo of both gold and sil- 
ver as monoy metals. RopresontativoB of 
England, Belgium and Gormany will attend, 
Tho Post's Borlin correspondent Bays that 
Count von Mirbacb, loader of tho agrarians, 
Dr. Otto Arondb, editor of the Doucher 
VoohonBOhrift, the organ of tho bi-metal- 
lists, and Count von Kardorff, the silver 
champion, will be prenenb.

Ideas of Americans as to What 
Would Be Involved iu a 
Bupture. 

Washington, Deo. G.— Lord Salisbury's 
reply <o Seoretary Oluey's letbor requesting 
a final and definite statement of Groat Brit- 
ain's purposes concerning Vonezuela is in 
Washington, having boon deliverod to Sir 
Julian Pauncofoto, tho British ambaaaador, 
to-night. Tho ambaBaador said that Lord 
Salisbury's letter would be preBontod to Sec- 
retary Olnoy to-morrow. 

Tho absence of tho Proaidonb from Wash- 
ington may operate to delay proceedings by 
tho stato department, for Secretary Olney 
will hardly feel juBtifiod in making a for- 
ward movement at this stago of the ouse, 
which Is now commonly regarded aa at leaBb 
approaching a critical point, without advis- 
ing fully with the President. As the 
lattor has promised congreaa to communicate 
in a epeolal messoge the nature of Lord 
Salisbury's reply, further delay may be 
caused by the preparation of this moBaage, 
so that on tho whole ib is Improbable that 
aotion can bo taken bafore tho lattjr part 
of tho prosont month, it as early. Aa has 
alroady been stated, tho administration ia 
ivware that Lord Salisbury's reply to Secre- 
tary Olney'a note of July last touahing tho 
Venezuelan boundary disputo is advorso to 
tho proposition to arbitrate tho title to the 
lands lying westward of tho Schomburg 
lini. 

Thoro was a pretty general discussion of 
Venezuelan affairs among the members of 
the houao to-day. The general 'opinion 
among those who will have tho conduct of 
foreign ull'airain charge in tho house ia that 
Lord Salisbury'a reply will be a diplomatic 
evaaion of the main issues, and will be 
couahed in the most friondiy terma, and, 
while expreaaing a willingneea to arbitrate 
bb to a portion of the disputed territory, 
will deny the right of tho United States to 
ask Grjab Britain to arbitrato as to territory 
tho ownorahip of which Great Britain olaims 
is bora beyond disputo. 

Tho conalderationa involved in an open 
broach with England or anything approach- 
ing an open broach are gigantic. Credits 
would be shaken. Tho queBtion of tbte tariff 
is infinitely of more importance to Great 
Britain than tho ownership of a fow gold 
mines in Venezuela. Abovo all thingp, it 
is thought that England will nob by any 
aob of hers aggravate an anti-English fooling 
in this oountry or givo cause if the most 
delicate arts of diplomaoy can prevent it, 
for a war agitation. 

England dreads unfavorable tariff legis- 
lation. A tariff induced by hontility to 
England growing out of England's enoroaoh- 
mentB in this hemisphere, which had 
aroused tho resentment of the American 
people, would send 2,000,000 Englishmen to 
bed without their suppers. Such material 
considerations England nevor overlooks. 
TholoBBof our commerce atopped the war 
oi 1812.

Mr. Justice Crease Declares That 
Magistrates Cannot Sit in the 
Small Debts Court. 



Tie Province May Constitute a Court, 
But Cannot Appoint 
Judges. 

A moil important decision, which in 
tffcct declares that stipendiary and polico 
magistrates ha ye no jurisdiction In the 
small debts court, was yeBtorday dolivered 
by Mr. Juatloe Crease. On October 14 ap- 
plication waa made for a writ to prohibit 
lliohael Phillips, J.P. at Fort Steele, from 
farthing prooeeding in the caso of Ban 
Quong v. Ching Yoep Che Say Co. In the 
einall debta court. Mr. G. H. Barnard 
mads the application, and Mr. B. H. T. 
Drake contra. Tho |applioation waa made 
on. the grounds specified in the judgment 
delivered yeaterday, which in part seta forth 
as follows : 

Mlahaol PhlllipB haa no jurisdiction to 
eltj In the small debta oourt, or any court of 
olvil jurisdiction ; 

(2) Under tho Britiah North America not, 
1SC7. title 7, the small debta oourt it, ultra 
vlroa of the provincial legislature, in giving 
civil jurisdiction to tho stipendiary and 
pollca magistrates ; 

(.'!) Tho plaiutlffa claim is ouo for dam- 
ages only, while tho jurisdiction given to 
the amall debta oourt is ono for debt only. 

'J'ho ease divides itaolf into two parts: 

(a) The bearing of tho small debts aet on 
the facts of the cute now before me ; 

(b) Tho constitutionality of tho jurisdic- 
tion givon to the presiding judge undor the 
act. 

(a) Flrab aa to the case : 

On examining into the olalm I eoe that it 
it one of damagea undor the guise of a debt. 

!Now tho act, in the only olaUBO which 
i?lves the magistrate (which, throughout 
means " etipendiary magiatrate " or " polloe 
magistrate ") juriadiction, ia sootion 2, 
whioh profesaea to give tho mBgiatrato juris- 
diction within his territorial limits : 

Section 2 In actions of any kind of debt, 
whero the Bum demandod doea nob exceed 
$100 ; the only mention of damagea being in 
aection 18. 

This section, the learned counsel for tho 
plaintiffs contonds, must ba taken and read 
in combination with section 2. But that ia 
impossible, as Bection 18 cloarly deaU with 
procedure, which, notwithstanding tho 
word " damages " muBt stand by itself, and 
oannot 1>j confounded with "debt," over 
whioh alono jurisdiction is given. The 
word "damagea " must thoi'efore, most pro- 
bably, have been added by the draughtsman 
in copying aome other act in which the 
word oooura, and must bo .disregarded aa 
oomtrulng this act. The appeal would 
therefore be allowed on this ground, and tho 
judgment set aside. 

But this is of minor Importance in tho face 
of the eooond objeotion, which ia diatinctly 
raised and muat be definitely deoidod, 
namely : — 

(b) The constitutionality of the juriadic- 
tion given to tho presiding judge under the 
aon ; in other words, whether tho local 
legislature whioh passed the aot had at 
the Bamo time the additional power of ap- 
pointing tho judge who has to presido 
over it.; 

Too aot ia framed in an unusual manner. 
It doeB not establish a now oourt by name 
and place, but attaches tho email debts oourb 
to the magistrate ; for it onacta that British 
Columbia stipendiary and polico magistrates 
are to have jurisdiction within the territor- 
ial limits of choir juriadiction : 

1st. In all "actions" in which a juatioo 
of the poaoe haB, by law, olvil jurisdiction. 

What olvil jurisdiction a justico of the 
ponce haB by law ib 1b somewhab difficult to 
determine. It deponda on the statutes 

nfFjcting them Tho form of 

the appointment of judges of the small debta 
courb under the magistrates' act, 1877, cap 
78, Con. Stat. B. C, 1888, doeB not give 
them tho power contendod for. Stipendiary 
magistrates in British Columbia have power 
and jurisdiction within the limita of their 
territorial jurisdiotlon, to do alone all aid 
whatsoever may, within those limits, bo 
lawfully done by one or more juatice8 of tho 
peace for tho provinao. 

But that doea not onlightsn us as to what 
they can do. There la nothing thero to in- 
dicate that euoh maglstroto is to havo juris- 
diction aa a judge for the collection of small 
debta. It certainly ia not given by tho 
British North America act. Any suoh juris- 
diction, therefore, oan only come to them by 
atatuto ; and the only statute in Britiah 
Columbia which professes to give it ie tho 
Binall debts act 

The provincial legislature haB tho exclu- 
sive power under the B. N. A. act, 1867, 
section !)2, of creating courts, civil and crim- 
inal, in tho province, and proooribing for 
them Buoh jurisdiction as it thinks nocts- 
aary ; under this section it has full powor to 
create small debts or any other courts. Tho 
court constituted under tho smull debts act 
is not cilled by namo tho "small debts 
court," distinct from tho polico court, but 
the magistrates aro empowered to hold 
email debts courts for tho collection of dob's 
of not over $100, by summons and dem.ud 
in writing In auch courts no prescribed 
forma are nooossary ; each magistrate may 
prescribe hia own forms. Tho sorvice of 
their is to bo as directed returnable at tho 
magistrates' discretion. 

.but the more serious part of the subject 
is that provision Is mado not only for the 
forms of tho county court act and tho rules 
for proceedings thereunder, whona precedent 
is wanted, shall servo for a guide in these 
various small debt actions ; but " when any- 
thing noceesary for tho carrying out the 
scope, or any provision, of tho small debts 
aoc, is omittod from tiio act, the remedies, 
praotioo and procedure of tho county court 
aot and rules may bo appliod by the magis- 
trate " to tho small debts act. ThiB is a 
short way of giving to magistrates, who are 
provincial noininooa, powers and jurisdic- 
tion which belong to county court judges, 
who, the B. N, A. aot (sec. 9(3) aayo, shall bo 
exclusively appointed by tho Dominion. 

Tho Canadian cases cited In regard to 
courts for tho oolleotion of small debts in 
othor provinces than British Columbia havo 
no application here. For where, under cor- 
tain circumatancoa peculiar to the provinces 
where they aro still allowed by tho provin- 
cial courts and oourta of oppoul to continue, 
they aro supported (but by no meanB unani- 
mously), on tho ground thab they oxiBted 
prior to confederation, and were carried on 
by tho forco of that groat measure through 
the ohango by virtue of tho B.N. A. aot and 
ita provisions for tho administration of jus- 
tice, particularly tieo. 92, eub-aeo. 14, und 
see. 129 

But no auoh reason waa in existence in 
llritlah Columbia. Tho olaim for thiB pro- 
vincial powor of appointing judges ooin- 
mencos with tho small debts aot. Upon con- 
fodorution tbero was no aot in force in Brit- 
ish Columbia for the oollootlon of -small 
debts except tho oounty aourb aot, by which 
all debts can be oolleoted up to $1,000. 

Ho tho county courb ib is, ox oonaouals, tho 
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orown which exclusively appoints all the 
judges. 

The small debts oourt of 1895 does not re- 
peal any part of the county court aot ; but it 
practically supersedes it In the collection of 
"small debtB of any kind " up to $100, aa its 
procoBB doea nob pay tho county oourt rove- 
nuo stamp, and tho magistrate ia paid by 
the feoa which he can collect undor the act. 
Hia interest, therefore, Ib dlreot. 

Ho can order immodiato aorvico, and pro- 
ceed to judgment and execution on tho same 
day up to $100, and so materially diminish, 
and perhaps exhaust tho assets, in oases 
against the same defendant oommonced dayB 
previously in tho county court. 

If the aot now undor examination is con- 
stitutional, the addition of a very fow pro- 
visions would onablo a provincial nominee, 
paid by foes, a mode of paymont nob gonor- 
ally In vogue, to supersode the Dominion 
paid oounty judgo, and so relieve tho Do- 
minion of thut obligation. It might ovon 
fly higher, and Invade tho juriadiction of the 
supremo court. 

I speak only of the power claimed by the 
legislature in appointing provincial nom- 
inees as judges ; there is no limit at whioh 
ib would bo obliged to s'op. 

Thore are marked differences between the 
responsibilities and authorities of Provincial 
and Dominion judges. ■ • ■ Tho County 
court judgeB aro appointed by the Dom- 
inion, durante bene geeaitu, tho Superior 
court judges alao durante bene geasitu. 

• • • Stipendiary and polioo magis- 
trates may ho removed at once by tho pro- 
vincial authorities, without reference to the 
federal authorities, who have many Dom- 
inion intoresta at stako In the province. 

And if the provisions and appointments of 
tho small debts act are sufficiently extended, 
the federal authority would be merged in 
the provinoial authority, and would bo un- 
able further to watch over the constitution- 
ality of provincial acts as affecting interoBta 
in tho province of an exclusively federal 

nature. • 

No power waa claimed by the magiBtratea 
(by which I mean stipendiary or police 
magistrates) to collect small debta judicially 
before tho passage of the small aebts aot, 
appointing them to proBido over Binall debts 
oourts. • • • " 

Tho Govornor-General's commission em- 
powers him to appoint in Her Majesty's 
name and behalf all auch judges, ci inmia- 
aioner.", juaticos of tho peace, and >thor 
neooasury officers and ministers of t'lu Do- 
minion as may be lawfully constituted or 
appointed by the crown. 

For tho plaintiff, counsel contended that 
the Lieut. -Governor had the power to ap- 
point in this case, because under aeotion 92 
of the B.N. A. aot, tho exolusive powor of 
leg'elation reBpooting tho administration of 
justice and tho constitution cf the courts in 
the provlnco resided in the provincial logiB- 
Uture ; and also that undor the U2od sec- 
tion, the not having definod what judges 
were to bo appointed by the Governor- 
General, by necessary implication, on tho 
principle that exprepio unlus eBt oxclusio 
altoruB, all others were to bn appointed by 
the provincial government. - - • ■ 

I havo already stated that there can be 
no question of the undoubted right of the 
legislature of Britiah Columbia to paBe tho 
small debta act and establish such courts us 
may Beom to thorn meet, and to throw tho 
duty on tho county court judges If they like ; 
but I am unable to see that the exclusive 
power " to make lawa respecting tho con- 
stitution, maintenance and organization," of 
courts, givea them authority to direct by 
whom tho judgea are to bo appointed, or 
that tho " crganizition " of a court extends 
to tho appointment of a judge, without be- 
ing a direct interference with and taking 
away one of the undoubted prorogativoa of 
tho crown. 

Tho other contention of plaintiff 's counaol 
that the 96th aoction of the B. N. A. act, 
which onacta that tho Govornor-Genoral 
shall appoint the jndgoB of the "superior, 
district and county courts " giveB tho pro- 
vincial government by implication the 
power to appoint tho judgea of any courta 
not expressly named in thla aection to bo op 
pointed by the Governor General, is equally 
uosupportable, in tho face of tho rule of law 
that the prorogatlvo of tho crown shall not 
be taken away by implication.

The argument that tho small debta aot hav- 
ingnot been disallowed bythoGovornor-Gen- 
oral, it la therefore valid, ia qulto unsup- 
portablo. Even if ho expreesly allowed it, 
if the provincial legislature have not the 
power, bo can give ib no validity. 



If in tho caso now boforo tho court tho 
local legislature and provincial govornmont 
have power to appoint tho judge of the 
small debts court It would only requlro an 
alteration of tho aot extending ita acopo and 
powors to supersede tho county court, and 
ovon tho supremo court, established, pre- 
sumably, among other things, to proteot 
Dominion us well ub Provincial rights, und 
for which tho federal authority is under tho 
obligation to appoint and maintain judges. 
Tho general intention of tho British North 
America not cloarly being bhat unloea other- 
wise onactod by compotont authority, judges 
ahould bo appui'iied by the federal author- 
ity and justice administered by fedoral 
judgos. 

For tho reasons I havo given, and upon 
tho best consideration I havo been ablo to 
boBtow on tho caso, I am unable to oomo to 
tho conclusion that the provincial govorn- 
mont had any authority to appoint the eti- 
pendiary and polioo magistrate aa judgo of 
tho small dobts court, and oonssquentlj I 
adjudge and dlrecb that tho rule for u pro- 
hibition bo made absolute.

THE U. S. CONGRESS. 

Aa our readers are awaro the Republican 
party ia in the majority In both branohee of 
the Un ted States Legislature. In tjie HouBe 
of Representatives the Republican majority 
is overwhelming. In a House of .'}5(i mem- 
bora they have a majority of 140. This 
g'voa tho Republicans 248 monibors and tho 
Democrats 108. In tho Congress immedi 
ately preoeding tho Demoorata had a muior 
Ity of 95 Thoro are some elections to bo 
contested, bun tho Ibbuo of tho trials cannot 
materially ahor tho relative positions of tho 
two parties. 

Oao of the peculiarities of tho oleobions of 
November 1SD4 w as tho very poor show 
made by tho Fopulista. They seemed to be 
almost wiped out of existence. They have 
only soven members in the House, and their 
influence on legislation will not be percop 
tiblo. 

In the Senato parties are more evenly 
balanced. In that body there are now 42 
Republicans, 39 Democrats and 6 Popullata, 
inoludir.g Senators Jones and Stewart from 
Nevada. It will be aeon from this that in 
the Sonate the Populists hold the balance of 
power. If tho six Populiata unite with the 
Democrats, tho Democratic party will havo 
a majority of three, but if half of them go 
with that party and tho other half with tho 
Republicans the latter party will still have 
tb.ir.gB their own way. Thero is one empty 
seai in tho Senate which ia claimed by a 
Damocrab and a Republican. It la said that 
the contest will result In favor of tho Re 
publican. 

" Thus it will be seen," says the San 
Francisco Argonaut, '• that the condition in 
tho Senato ia perplexing ; the Republicans 
have a plurality, but not a working 
majority ; if the Populists ahould comblno 
with the Dsmooratic minority it would give 
them a majority over tho Republicans; if 
the two Becoding Republicans, — Jones and 
Stewart, of Nevada — ahould return to the 
ranks thoy abandoned and the Republicans 
sf>Rt the senator from Delaware, they will 
have a majority of one ovor both Democrata 
and Populists combined. But it Is doubtful 
whether Stewart will return to the Repub- 
lican ranks. Jonea, on tho othor hand, has 
never been oamfortablo with hia Populiatio 
bad-fellows and is expected to return to his 
anoiont loyalty. The two new Senators 
from Utah will bo Republicans, making 45 
R3publican Senators, but as tho member- 
ahit) of the Sonate will then be 90 the Ro- 
jublioina will still lack a clear majority." 

If this is tho exact condition of parties, 
the battles of the session will be fought in 
the Senate. Thore will be, no doubt, any 
amount of intriguing on the part of the 
Republicans to go^ perfect command of tho 
Senate, and the Domoorats, it may be sup- 
posed, will do their bost to mako themselves 
strong in that body. It has been found be- 
fore now that Senatora are not all puroly 
patriotic, that other motives besides love of 
their country aatuate some of them, and It 
is pretty certain that, if any of thorn has a 
weakness, or is approachable from any 
quarter, the wirepullers of both parties will 
find out whero and how to bring influence to 
boar on him in order to secure hia vote on 
important queations. The oourae that tho 
doubtful Senatora may purauo will be closoly 
watched, and tho public may expect Boon to 
hear surmises by tho scoro aa to the action 
they intend to take, and tho motives by 
which thoy are impelled. 

A BOOTLESS ERRAND. 

It Btoms that Prompoh, King of Ashanti, 
now aoea that ho made a mistake wlion he 
troated the British ultimatum with con- 
temptuous eilence. Ho ia sorry for having 
disregarded the warning he received and 
has sent ambassadors to England in order to 
mako hia peaco with tho British Govern- 
ment. He whs told by tho Govornor of the 
Gold Coast colony not to take thin course. 
Tho notification ho received was plain and 
peremptory onough in all conscience. Hero 
it ia : "I hereby givo you notico that I to- 
day have received Instructions from the 
Government of Her Majesty the Queen of 
Great Britain and Ireland and Emproas of 
Iudia to forbid you going to England, and I 
forbid you accordingly." If this meBBage 
was faithfully translated into tho lauguugo 
of Ashanti the King must be marvolouBly 
stupid if he did not comprehend its full sig- 
nificance. Bub tho young man either could 
not or would not understand It, for in tho 
faco of it he oont a mission to London. Aa 
might be expectod, the Socretury of State 
for the Colonies refused to receive the 
Aahanti envoys. Ho caused thorn to be once 
more informed in the plainoat torma 
of tho reasons why it was impoeaiblo to 
rooogoiso th«m aa ambassadors or to nogo- 
tiato a treaty with thorn. Thoy wero told 
that if any arrangement with tho King is 
made it muBt bo effected at tho Gold Coast 
by the Govornor of tho colony, Thoy wore 
reminded of the notification they had ro- 
ooivod, and, therefore, thoy had no roaBon 
to complain that thoy could not bo heard 
in London. 

ThlB seems a little hard on tho savages of 
Ashanti, who could not bo oxpoctod to ap- 
preciate the nlaotieB of diplomatic language, 
o: that the British "No"; really mount 
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"No." At home, much rougher language 
from the ruler raoab likoly meant nothing 
more than that ha waa out of humor at tho 
momont and that if they disregarded tho 
denial and oame again the great man would 
most likoly he favorably disposed towards 
them and receive them grucioualy, and, por- 
haps, grant theii request. Ib ia eaBy to un- 
deratand that they did not know what to 
make of the cold, oalm, quiot determination 
of the British authorities. 

So tho black fellows havo to return to 
their own country unrecognized. Tho firsb 
thing they will perhapB eee when they land 
on tho Afrioau coast will be the preparations 
that aro being made to invade thair country. 
Thoy will then realize in a lively, but pain- 
ful, way that a British official means what 
ho says and that ho will perform what ho 
promises whether the thing promised ia 
good or bad, pleasant or unpleasant. It 
takeB aavagoa in Ashanti and elsewhere a 
long time to learn this lesaon.bub when it is 
learned it generally does them a world of 
good. 

"TRANSPLANTED ENGLISHMEN:' 

The Springfield Republioan evidently be- 
lieves that tho Engllsh-apoaking natione of 
the world ahould be more closoly united 
than they are. Ib sees in their union and co- 
operation immonso possibilities. It said in 
a lato issue : 

Wo have no precedoDt In history for tho 
situation that now confronts tho English- 
speaking world. Whab race havo we knowl- 
edge of which, split into groat and poworful 
self governing halves, haB occupied these 
rolative positions 1 Tho problem of advanc- 
ing the standards of tho raco qb a wholo, 
w limit pluaging it into continuous boU- 
destructive fratricidal oontllots, must, there- 
fore, be solved without such guidanco as hie- 
tciy frequently affordB. We aro more or 
less in the dark ae lo the future, yet that 
tho instinct of solidarity, whioh ia planted 
deep in the breasts of tho English-speaking 
peoples, Is tho truo guide for the statesmen 
of both natious ia too evident for dispute 
among Bano men. • ' ' Now, if tho Eug 
lion people desire to maintain genuinely am- 
icable relations with the people of tho Uni 
tod States they ought to squarely face thiB 
faot : Amoriotna aro transplanted Eoglish< 
men, and have inherited the grim old Eng 
lish passion for power and wealth. 

When we aeo American journalists writing 
of Englishmen as being irrodoemably bad 
from a national point of viow, and telling 
their countrymou that the English are their 
natural enemies, against whom they should 
bo continually on their guard and whom 
they should oppoBo and thwart on every 
conceivable occasion and in overy part of 
tho world, it is hr,rd to realize that any of 
thorn regard Americans as " transplanted 
Englishmen." Bub thia ia what a very groat 
many of thorn undeniably are, yot they are 
so stupid and so shallow as not to seo that 
when thoy are abusing Englishmen they are 
vilifying themselves. " Transplanted Eng- 
lishmen " la good, but it is a pity thab the 
result of the transplanting is ofton to do 
velop disproportionately what is unlovely in 
tho English character. 

THE STOKES OUTRAGE. 

It ia satisfactory to find that robbery and 
murder cannot be committed even in tho 
wildi of Afrioa with impunity. Tho " ex 
ecution " of Mr, Stokes in Central Afrioa 
appeared oven from tho first occounts of it 
moBb auspicious. Captain Lothaire, an 
officer in the service of tho Congo Free State, 
arrested Mr. Stokes, who was poaceably 
trading with tho natives and who had in bis 
possession a considerable quantity of ivory. 
Tho unfortunate merohanb was summarily 
triod by what Lobhalro waB pleased to de- 
aignato a court-martial, convlotod and, with 
onb giving the prisoner a chance to appeal 
to a higher and regularly constituted court, 
exeouted. The wholo proceeding, even if 
Mr. Stokes had been a notorious offendor, 
waa arbitrary and irregular in tho extremo 
Bub the murdored man waa nob a lawless 
oharaotor ; on the contrary, ho had tho re- 
putation of being an honest and a humane 
man was doing a legibimabo business in a 
lawful way. 

Aa soon as tho news of tho oxeoution of 
Mr. Stokes roaohed the oars of the Britieh 
authorities, inquiries were made, and ex- 
planations demanded of the Government, 
whoso sorvunt Captain Lothaire was. Ib Is 
ovldont new that tho Congo authorities dis 
covered the.t tho exocution of Stokes was an 
act that could not bo justified. They at. 
once offorod to pay, as compensation for tho 
irregularity of the procedure, tho eum of 
160,000 frmoa— $30,000, to order tho resti. 
tution of all proporty connoctod with tho 
estate, and to instruct their officials to Bettlo 
tho ootato In conoert with the British Consul 
Goneral in tho Congo Stato. They also 
olferod to givo an eugagemout that Captain 
Lothairo shall bo brought boforo a court 
competent to throw light upon tho whole 
question, to adjudicate on tho accusations 
brought against Mr. Lothaire, and to iiifliob 
puniahmenb proportionate to tho gravity of 
tho offence in tho ovent of his guilt bolng 
established. 

Lord Salisbury conBldored those offers 
fair as far aa thoy went. He aoospted them 
and intimated thab tho British Government 
awaited furthor information as to tho char 
actor and composition of tbo tribunal boforo 
which Captain Lothairo is to be tried. Tho 
150,000 francs waa paid on the 9th ot 
luBt month to Sir F. Plunkett, and duly 
acknowledged by Lord Salisbury on tho 
I3bh. This waB certainly prompt. But tho 
British G ovornmonb aro far from being aatiti 
fiod. Thoy are determined that tho trial of 
Lothairo shall not bo a mero eham. Tho 
Times saya : " Wo can hardly claim tha 
Captain Lothaire shall bo brought to Europe 
to bo tried. This would bo for many ron 
sonB tho most satisfactory courao, but it 
would bo tainted with illegality. Tho Congo 
Free Stato is no part of Belgium. It is a 
soparato country, with its own officers and 
its own appointed tribunals. Captain Loth- 
airo must, we suppose, bo tried within tho 
confines of tho state itself. Who thon aro 
to be tho judges? With a strong sobol 



looal opinion In his favor, lb would 
be no difficult matter to find a 
local tribunal constituted entirely to 
hia satisfaction, before which he could 
stand with no disagreeable doubt as to tho 
personal consequences to hlmBelf. Wo 
need, therefore, un aosuranoo which we havo 
nob yet received, that thero shall bo no 
mookory of justice bb thia. Captain 
Lothaire will be tried, wo presume, before 
the High Court at Boma, and though wo 
havo had hitherto no resident Consul at 
Boma, or at any place nearer to ib than 
Lionda, a Consu^haa row been appointed 
who will Bhortly prooeod to Congo. His 
preasnco at Boma will insure thab the trial 
shall be a reality, and that for an admitted 
outrage on tho person of a British subjeot 
justice shall be done on the parties, whoevor 
thoy are, who are finally found to have been 
responBib'o for it."

It Will Bo Considerably Amended Uefore Fur- 
ther Advanced— Hoard of Health 
to Meet. 

The by-law to " llconso and regulate milk 
vendors " was tho opocial business because 
of which the oily oounoil met last evening, 
and tho by-law having already been read a 
first time was taken up clause by clause 
Though the promoter, Aid. Williams, had 
Intimatid hia willlngneaH to atriko out tho 
license feo, tho discutalon first turned on 
that subjeot, Aid. Camoron opposing all 
trade licenses on principle, and Aid. Mao- 
mlllau pointing out that a rooont deciBlon in 
a Toronto caBO showed that tho municipal- 
ity haB no right to put a llconso on poddlora. 
Aid. Humphrey and Wilson hold that all 
who sell milk from carta or wagono Bhould 
pay a license, on tho giound that they cause 
quite as muoh damage to tho atreots as tho 
, xpressmen do, and that most of tho milk- 
men live outside tho city. An amendmonb 
to strike the provision for licensing out of 
tho first section was lost, Aid. Maomlllan, 
Cameron and Brugg alone voting for ib. On 
tho next clause, dealing with tho informa- 
tion which applicants for liconsoo nhouid 
supply, thoro was so hopeless a divorgencoof 
opinion that it wus at length decided t > 
loathe tho by-law ovtr for a woek, to givo 
tho aldermeu a chance to mako up their 
minda about ib. 

Ald Cameron then brought up the mat- 
ter of tho TrouBurer's statement as to where 
tho monoy goes, eubmittod a fow weeks ago, 
and ho moved that it bo printed and a copy 
Bupp'.iod to ouch ratepayor. 

Ai.d Macmillan wanted further details 
respecting the water collector's office, to 
show tho cost of collecting tho ratoB. 

Ald Hall thoughb the purpose would bo 
sorved by having tho statement published 
in tho doily papers, whioh all tho ratepayers 
read. 

The motion by Aid. Camoion was oarried 
on division. 

In answer to an inquiry from Aid. Wll- 
llamB about a crossing desired oppo&ito 
Porter'a butchor ahop, Aid. Hall aaid the 
matter ia already ongaging hia attention ; 
and when Aid. Williams further pointed out 
that tho drainage oppoBlto tho Driard needs 
to bo improved btforo any fixing up of Viow 
atroet la done, Aid. Hall replied that tho 
streets committee aro quito oompetenb to 
attend to this also. 

Ths Mayor haviDg asked that u dato be 
fixod for a mooting of tho board of health, 
ib was deoided to havo ono on Monday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, tho hoalth officer and 
sanitary officer to bo notified to attend. 

At Aid. Williams' suggestion the city 
solicitor was arked to reoommend the proper 
procedure in connection with tho proposed 
ouifew law. 

Thooouucil adjourned al 9:10 p.m. There 
were two absonteea — Aid. McLellan and 
Partridge.

Having completed the repairB necessitated 
by her recent battle with a Paoiflo cyolono, 
the Northern Paolfio steamship Tacoma, 
Captain Crawford, will sail thla morning 
for the Orient.

TUE " RICHARD Ill's " CLOSE CALL. 

The well known American bark RIohard 
III, had a very narrow escape a few dayB 
ago from becoming a total wrook. Sho was 
at the time on her way to San Franclsoo 
with coal cargo, and tff tho Parallonee be- 
came beoalmed. The current est her in to- 
wards the rockB, and the captain En order tc 
save his ship put out the kedgo anchor. 
This only held for a few minu'^s, and when 
the line parted it Beomed as though nothing 
could save tho ahip. Just at tho opportune 
moment the tug Sea King, with anothor 
ahip in tow, hove in sight. Capt. RaBinua- 
sen immediately went to the aBalstanco of 
the heavily laden Richard III and towed 
her to a place of safety. He then went on 
into port with his other tow. In spite of 
the fact that It waa a dead calm, ! f the bark 
had ever struck tho rocks she would, in her 
heavily laden condition, have become a total 
wreck. 

DEATH TO 'FRISCO''! TRADE. 

It iB stated by tho Son FraticiBCO Call that 
each of tho direct steamers sailing for Vic- 
toria from tho Bay City has in the eteoragt 
quite a number of Japanese and Chinese 
bound for Yokohama and Hongkong via the 
ateamera of the Canadian and Northorn Pa- 
cific.

MR- HAWKINS' SUM. 

To the Editor :— Mr. A. H. Hawklne, of 
Langley, makes a very queer calculation 
about oats and oatmeal. In tho llttlo Bum 
which he works oub for tho edification of 
your readers he makes out that a ton of 
or.13 as they aro sonb Into tho market by tho 
farmer makes a ton of oatmeal. Did the 
pentleman over see a bushel of oats? If ho 
aid bo would know that in that buBhol o( 
oats there in a great deal beeidee what ia 
ground into meal. 

In the firBt piaco thoro la a lot of dirt 
whioh ia not good for oither man or boast 
to oat. This must all bo taken out beforo 
tho oata aro mado into meal. 

Then, the kernel of tho oat ia covered 
with a thick shell or husk. This husk 
weighs a good deal in proportion to ti e 
bulk of oata of oven thn boat quality. Tho 
husk muot bo taken eff before the meal is 
made Then, Inaido tho husk tho kernel is 
ooverod with a Bubstanco that looks a little 
like down. This doea not weigh a great 
deal, but it muet bo taken off before tho 
meal is mado, and in raking it oil I should 
no' wonder if aomo of the keruol !» wealed, 

If Mr. Hawkins bad t>vor Boon a mill In 
which oatmeal is mado he wculd have 
S3en lying about hugo quantities of busks 
and piles of dust that ia taken off tho oats 
while they are being manufactured. 

And this puts mo in mind of a very Im 
portant part of tho process of making oat 
meal. The oatB as thoy come froii tho 
farm aro put into a kiln and dried. They 
aro muoh lighter when they loave tho kiln 
than when thoy were put in it to dry. 

Whon tho ton of oats is soreoncd to tako 
tho dirt out of it, dried in tho kiln, tho hulls 
taken off tho grain and tho dust removed, it 
will not bo a ton or anything like it. I 
d'jubt if it will bo^half a too; certainly not a 
groat, deal moro 

What reliance is thon to bo placed on a 
oiloulution in whioh tho aaloulator makes 
a ton of oats yiold a ton of meal. I know 
bitter than that many years ago, when I 
found that although It took a good many 
biga to hold a fair grist of oatB going to tho 
mill, very fow were required to tako tho 
meal homo. And thon tho meal was noth 
ing like bo clean aB that whioh is Bold In tho 
Viotoria grooorles 

I may say 1 don't know muoh about tho 
price of oats or the prico of moal in thiB pro 
vinco, hut I know long beforo I waa oub of 
my toons that a ton of oatmeal could nob bo 
gob from a ton of oatB.

Vancouver, Deo. G. — Tho U. 0. Gold 
Dredging Co., Ltd., ia after tho black Band 
of the Frasor river. MeoBra. MoFarlanoand 
Campion, president uud secretary respect- 
ively of tho B. C. Iron Works, till simiUr 
positions in tho now company. Theio 
gentloiren conceived tho idea of building a 
gold dredge, according to tho plan of W. A 
Shahan, their manager, thai; would lot into 
their Bluico boxes, In the oDurao of time, 
eome 5.CCO.0CO of the LV,OVO,A00 yurda of 
blaok sand containing fiae oib«;r than 
bright gold thoy bu.ve to work 
on in their leased Frasor tlvor bottoma. 
For tha purpose of getting ai) this black eand 
an immense dredge ooBtlDg §30,000 haB boon 
built. It is 30 by 100 feet. Its ongino ia 
150 h. p. and i't ia fitted with oeutrlfugal 
pump, vacuum ohambors, and hydraulio jot. 
Tho engine la oapable of lifting 3 500 cubic 
yards in ten houra. Tho dredge ia flttod 
with powerful ateam winches and capBtan, 
enabling it to go whore a tug could not pull 
it. It is fittod with eleotrio plant and light- 
ed by olootrloity. 

Tho pump will suok up all tho ordlpary 
bouldorB and work around tho big onoa, 
There ia no doubt this powerful machinery 
will place at tho diapoaal of ita owners an 
immense quantity of this oovetod blaok 
saDd. Tho next thing ia to heat it. Until 
a comparatively Bhort time ago blaok sand 
was called " miners' nightmare." Not so 
now. It ia known that after the bright 
gold is taken from it, it ia rioh in minute 
particles «o light in weight that they are 
extremely hard to retain in. sluicing. Mr. 
Shahan and Mr. Boll, his business pe.rluor, 
illuatratod to your correspondent Mr. 
Shahan's invention, by whioh he ia confident 
ho can savo thin fine gold. Tho patont for 
tho machine baB been applied for In Canada. 
It ia called tho oleotro-magnotic black sand 
separator, and tho oloctric plant on tho 
dredge ia to bo UBed in ita operation. Should 
thia machine provo tho success that ita in- 
ventor predicts for it, it would soem that ho 
has immense wealth in hia graap. 
Mr, Shahan says : " When in Montana 
some yeara ago. I drat discovered that 
tailings of blauk sand after the light gold 
had been washed cut ran from $100 to $300 
to tho ton. I hoard about British Columbia 
and prospootod hero. I took tho blaok sand 
tailings out of a Chinauian'a alulco box and 
saw It assayed high in extremely fine fhkoB 
of gold. Finally wo sent a sample of Frasor 
river blaok sand to Mr. Mahon, of Vancou- 
ver, to asaay, after tho light gold had boon 
separated. I confess it r.otonishod ua all for 
it assayed $116 to the ton. These are the 
roaaons why thia dredge haa beon built. We 
atart out in a month and havo enough 
ground to work to last us our natural livea. 
If wo are not succeBBful I do not think the 
boda of the rlveraof 13. (J. will over be work- 
ed to advantage by anyone elao.

HAWAIIAN CABLE. 

Ui S. Senator Hale's Project for a Cable to 
Rival That From British Columbia. 

Washington, Doc ti.— Senator - Halo's 
projoot, whiah had ita origin at the last ses- 
sion, for tho ostabliahment of a oable line 
botween thia country and Hawaii under gov- 
ernmental control, is to be pushed onward 
again thia winter. Tho original proposition 
passed the eonate in the consular and diplo- 
matic bill, bub was left out in the houso. 
Senator Hale haB prepared a new bill, which 
ho will introduco at an early date. It ia 
learned that the Hawaiian government, do- 
airouB of tho establishment of thia cable oon- 
nootion, has guarantood a subaidyof $40,000 
a year. It ia the determination of the 
frienda of the movement that tha U. S. 
government shall absolutely control the pro- 
j-sot, but owing to the BubBidy by the ialanda 
tho scope of the bill will bo modified in such 
a way aa to provide for a subsidized lino, 
not built by tho government, but at the dis- 
position of tho Unitod Statea at both ends.

Safe Witbin the British Embassy, He 
Can Smile at His Master's 



Constantinople, Deo. 6— That Said 
PaBha, president cf the council of atato and 
formerly Grand Vizier, should with his 
twolvo-year old son havo taken refuge in 
tha BritUh embassy waa not at all surpris- 
ing. It appears thab the Sultan yestorday 
sonb a special messenger to Said Pasha, who 
has considerable iuflueiice with the ambas- 
sadors, cordially inviting him to oeoupy a 
chalet within the grounds of Ylldiz park, a 
protty building which was formerly occu- 
pied by Midhat Pasha, at ono time govern- 
or-general of Syria. Aware of the eignifi. 
oiiioo of this invitation Said Pasha deolinod. 
Thia mado Abdul Hamid tako stops to arrest 
hlB former Grand V /.ier, who is Buepootod 
by tho palace peoplo of Intriguing in favor 
ot ex Sultan Murad, now a prlaoner in Yll- 
diz Kiosk, who wua declared by the connoil 
of ministers in 1370 to be suffering from 
idiocy, which led to Ills deposition. Abdul 
Hamid, it seems, believes that Said Pasha 
has beon trying to influonoo the council to 
declare him, tho Sultan, aufloring from 
weakness of mind. IT.Ib bo enraged Abdul 
Hamid, that ho determined to got Said 
Pasha out of the way. 
In addition to Buspeating Said Pasha of 
Biring hia deposition, tho Sultan had been 
led to bellove that tho formor grand vizier 
had not been in earnest in hia efforts to in- 
duce the powers to withdraw thoir demands 
for an extra guardship. Tho Sultan, it is 
said, jumped at tho idea that Said Paaha 
was a dangeroua enemy, but ho was too im- 
portant a personage to bo dragged from hia 
rosidonoo. Somebody hit upon the Idea of 
tempting Said Pasha once moro witbin tho 
gates of Ylldiz Kiosk by the offer of the Viz- 
lerate. Said PaBha, woll verBcd in the tra- 
ditions of Yildiz Kiosk, sent a polite refusal 
of the Viziert-te again, and thia led to the 
offer of aooommodation in tho famouo Mid- 
hat Pasha ohalot. Tho Paaha refused this 
offer. When ho heard that tho Sultan, 
moved to desperation by the intimations of 
palace courtiers, had determined upon|hla ar- 
rest, Said Pasha lout no time in placing him- 
self undor tho proteotion of Sir Philip Cur- 
rio. Then it bBOame known that during the 
progress cf tho negotiations Said Pasha up- 
on one occasion was dotained at the palace 
bo long that his friends were bo fearlul of 
his arrest that they went to tho British em- 
bassy for advice. 

Whon tho Sultan waa informed of the 
course taken by Said PuBha ho made sov- 
oral futile attempta to induco tho fugltivo to 
roturn to his homo. He sent Towfik Pasha 
and other ministers to tho British embassy, 
whore thoy had a long interview with Said 
Pasha, and held out all kinds cf promises on 
tho Sultan's behalf. But Said Paaha firmly 
refused to trust himself outaido hia asylum. 
Later in the day Tewfik Pasha vieited Sir 
Philip Currie* and begged him to do his at- 
most to induco Said Pasha to roturn home, 
arguing thab tho flight of the president of 
tho council of state might cauBo trouble of a 
moat aerioua nature. But all theBO argu- 
ments were thrown away upon Sir Philip, 
who politely said ho o uld nob interfere in 
the matter, addiDg that Said Paaha had 
asked for an aaylum and hia requeBb had 
beon granted. Tewfik Pasha then returned 
to the palace and reported hia non-success. 
Thia increased tho angar of Abdul Hamid, 
who sent bis own privato seoretary to inter- 
view tho fugitive president ; bub lb waB 
evldonb thab no amount ol argument would 
change hia mind, and the Sultan's secretary 
went away aa unsuccessful aa Tewfik had 
been. The ambassadors then met at the 
roBidenco of tho French ambassador, M. 
Cambon, to consider the situation.
